REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claim 53 has been amended. Claims 1-40 have been cancelled. Claim 69 has 
been added. Claims 41-69 are pending. 

2. The objections to Information Disclosure Statement ("IDS"), filed on 23 August 
2004, are WITHDRAWN in view of Applicant's Remarks, pp. 8-10, filed on 16 November 
2007. Accordingly, the references cited in the IDS have been considered, and an 
initialed copy of the IDS is included in the present Office Action. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pp. 10-13, filed 16 November 2007, with 
respect to the rejection of claims 41-68 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Goldberg et al, US 3,731,184 A, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 41-68 has been withdrawn. 

4. Claims 41-68 are allowed. Additionally, claim 69 is allowed because of its 
dependency on claim 56.
